Larry’s injury was 
serious enough to warrant three 
stitches on his face and the dog’s 
teeth barely missed one of the 
child’s eyes, 

Mrs. Klarmann stated that the 


dogs fighting on the grounds cause 
disturbances during classes and at 
times frighten kindergarten children 
until their parents have difficulty 
getting the tots to return to school, 

Councilman Bert E. Hill pointed 
out that in reply to recent similar 
problems at Cornell School, the 
public had been asked to keep their 
dogs off the school grounds. Other 
council members agreed that dras- 
tic action scemed the only alterna- 


Glavinovich stated that Berkeley 
at present has an ordinance provid- 
ing for the impounding of dogs 
caught on school grounds and sug- 
gested a similar law for this city. 
The levying of a fine for release of 
the dogs impounded will be studied 
next Monday night. 

Other letters read to the council 
asked that they study the possibili- 
ties. of improving recreational fa- 
cilities in the city for teen-agers 
and suggesting a community center 
be built. 

Mayor Lawrence Williams asked 
City Clerk Myrtle McLean to an- 
swer the letters referring the writ- 
ers-to the Park Planning and Zon- 
ing» Commission. “This problem 
was) on a bond issue which failed 
to pass two years ago,” Williams 
said, commenting on the requests.

YOU WILL PAY A. DIFFERENT AMOUNT than the figure typed 
in the lower left corner of your 1947 registration card, the “white slip,” 
when you renew your private passenger automobile license for 1948. 
New laws changed the amounts after the slips were issued. 


TO COMPUTE the “Total Fees 1948” for your passenger car, 
add $3 to whatever amount is shown in the lower left corner of your 
1947 “white slip” and bring that total to the nearest dollar (50 cents or 
less is dropped; above 50 cents is brought to the next higher dollar). 
In the sample aboye, “Total Fees 1948 $27.50” becomes $30.00. 


THE MINIMUM fee now set by law is $7. Car owners whose 
slips show $3.40 or $3.50 as “Total Fees 1948” must pay that minimum. 


THE STATE DEPARTMENT OF MOTOR VEHICLES and the 
California State Automobile Association have issued this samplé to sim- 
plify the situation for motorists. You need to fizure the fee only if you 
intend to renew passenger car registration by mail. Clerks will compute 
correct fees for owners applying in person. 

THE PERIOD FOR RENEWAL is January 2 to February 4, 
1948, after which penalty fees are added. Passenger car owners use cur- 
showing correct address, as renewal application. Com- 
mercial vehicle, trailer and motorcycle owners will receive from Sacra- 
mento potential registration cards in duplicate (to be used as applica 
tion) showing their correct registration fees for 1948.
